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MEDICAL OFFICER TELLS OF GERMAN SPRING 
(These excerpts from a letter by Capt. Stewart Kimball tell of April in Germany) 


Today is s0 very conducive to Spring Fever. I am sitting beneath a large cherry 
tree in full flower, the sun pouring down its soothing warmmess. ‘hen a breeze 
drifts by, a snow storm of petals showers down around me. It is a lovely time of 
year here, All the flowers have burst into bloom at the same time: ‘tulips and 
narcissus, primrose, cherry, apple, plum and pear, and flowering magnolia are all 


at their peak. 
the air scented. Is it any wonder I have 

Nature is lovely now, and wonderfully ; 
lovely every year in spite of what Man | 
mey do. I can just look around me and | 
see the destruction of war. ‘le are in 
an area which has been one of the favcr-j 
ite visiting spots for our big bombers, 
and they have done their work well. I 
recently visited a large industrial cen- 
ter near here which is absolutely a dead 
city: mile after mile of debris piles 
and broken walls, factories twisted and 
flame-scorched, I am not at all sorry 
to see this and am glad these people 
have had a first-hand touch of war. 

We are now occupying a part of Germany 
lly company has been assigned to a small 
area about three-fcurths of a mile wide 
and three miles long to govern. It is 
suburban to a large industrial area and 
fortunately physically untouched by war 
except for stoppage of electricity and 
water. We have chosen a block of nine 
houses for the company, separated from 
the rest of the village by some wheat 
fields. ‘Ye tell the occupants to move 
out. They may take their personal be- 
longings, food, clothes, jewelry, but 
must leave the furniture, beds, mattres- 
ses, wood and coal. It is a very pleas- 
ang little "village" with fruit trees in 
bloom and fields sprouting around us. 
One big advantage is its isolation--we 
will keep the Germans out, but more, it 
will simplify the problem of keeping at 
men from "fraternizing.'
